that needed doing. She had a wonderful way with people and all 
who came to know her and work with her admired her greatly. 

She was always doing so many thoughtful things, remembering 
birthdays and visiting anyone who was sick. I frequently got 
cards and notes of appreciation and encouragement from her. 
These meant much to me. Marge loved the Bethel Historical 
Society and its Dr. Moses Mason House. She was very proud of 
its progress. This award honors her great record of achieve- 
ment. 

I think no one deserves this award more than this year’s 
recipient. She perfectly embodies Marge’s devotion to the 
Society and her fine record of service. When the Noll Award 
Committee was deliberating about who should receive the 
award, it was foremost in everyone’s mind that the first 
presentation be particularly appropriate. This person had to be 
someone whose record of service was truly exemplar)' and 
whose devotion to the Society and the Dr. Moses Mason House 
was outstanding. It was considered very important that the 
tone of the award be firmly established by the remarkable 
credentials of the first recipient. 

That recipient is a charter member so she has been active a 
long time (since 1966); she is also an honorary member (the 
Society’s highest membership honor); she has been active in 
many areas from those earliest days. She played a leading role in 
the early exhibits of the Society, later becoming head of the 
Furnishing Committee, which set up the Dr. Moses Mason 
House as a museum ( 1 974 ). That was an extremely hectic year, 
but she never seemed to tire and as a result she must be 
remembered as one of the chief contributors to the successful 
furnishing ofthe house. From that time until this year she never 
missed an opportunity to tell visitors about the Dr. Moses 
Mason House museum. She has been an active member of tin 
Museum Committee and assisted with the work of the Genea- 
logy Committee. She has given courses in various crafts on the 
Society’s behalf; she has demonstrated crafts at various Society 
events; she has assisted with school programs of the Society and 
contributed to the Society’s endowment campaigns. In short, 
she embodies Marge’s spirit of helping wherever possible. Her 
enthusiasm for the Society and all its activities remains strong 
and only her health prevents her from full time activity at 
present. It is my great pleasure and honor to present the first 
Marjorie MacArthur Noll Volunteer Service Award to my 
neighbor in East Bethel during my formative years who is 
well-known in that community for her selfless devotion to its 
institutions and activities — Floribel Haines.

BURIAL RECORDS, 1717-1962, OF EASTERN CEMETERY, 
PORTLAND, MAINE. By William B. Jordan, Jr. (Bowie, MD: 
Heritage Books, 1987. Pp. 200. Paper. $14) 

Eastern Cemetery is Portland’s oldest burial ground. It is*** 
believed that burials were made here in the 1600s, but n> 
records or markers survive from that period. Record keeping 
was equally lax in the 1 700s. In order to bring order into the 
use ofthe cemetery, in 1 795 the Selectmen were authorized to 
lay out the “Burial Ground into plats & divisions,” but it was not 
until 1890 that “a thorough and systematic survey of this large 



cemetery was finally done. At that time William Augustus 
Goodwin produced a listing of 4, 1 36 gravestones, monuments, 
tombs, and grave sites, along with an accurate map showing the 
location of every marker. 

In compiling the present volume, Professor Jordan visited 
and checked each grave on the Goodwin map, and made 
additions and corrections as required. He also compared the 
stones with the extant burial records, and has included entries 
for all those persons known to have been buried here, but for 
whom there are no markers. In addition, several appendices list 
individuals whose bodies were consigned to the Portland 
Medical School or the Maine Medical School for teaching 
purposes, individuals buried in the Alms House Yard, victims of 
the shipwreck of the “Bohemia”, and the 1866 Portland fire, 
plus those placed in the City Tomb whose subsequent burial 
place was not recorded in the city burial records. 

In this large collection of about 7,000 records, each entry 
gives the person’s full name, death date, and burial location. 
Other data, such as age, relationships, military service, race, and 
religion are provided where known. This data is alphabetically 
arranged by the name of the deceased accompanied by a cross- 
index to other persons named. A detailed history of the 
cemetery is provided in the introduction to the volume. 

NEW HAMPSHIRE GENEALOGICAL RESEARCH GUIDE. By 
Laird C. Towle & Ann H. Brown. (Bowie, MD: Heritage Books, 
1983. Pp. 98. Paper. SI 2) 

This popular guide to research in the Granite State provides 
detailed instructions on how to pursue research on New 
Hampshire families using sources both inside and outside the 
State. It will be especially helpful to those who are not able to 
visit the State in person. All the major published and unpub- 
lished sources are discussed, as well as many which are 
\omewhat obscure. 

In this new edition, now in large format, there are several 
major additions in the appendices. Here are found descriptions 
of the major record depositories in New Hampshire with 
synopses of their holdings, an extensive listing of the manu- 
script holdings of public and private institutions in the State, a 
very useful summary of data on the origin and subsequent 
subdivision of the towns in the State and a detailed description 
of the contents of several major series of periodicals published 
on New Hampshire. 

A complete name and place index enhances the usefulness of 
this new edition which also includes several more maps. 

INCIDENTS IN WHITE MOUNTAIN HISTORY. By Benjamin G. 
Willey. (Bowie, MD: Heritage Books Reprint of 1856 Edition. 
Pp. 317. Cloth. *25) 

This classic history of the White Mountains includes a 
description of the mountains, their climate, geology', explora- 
tion, aboriginal Indian inhabitants and white-Indian conflicts. 
Here is detailed the history of early settlement and the 
importance of the Crawford family in this process. Here is also 
the story of the great slides, including the catastrophic one 
which destroyed the Willey family. Also included here is the 
history of area towns such as Albany, Bartlett, Bethlehem, 
Conway, Franconia, Fryeburg, Gilead, Jackson and Shelburne. A 
new index enhances the usefulness of this volume. 

^CHRONICLES OF THE WHITE MOUNTAINS. By Frederick W. 
Kilbourne. (Bowie, MD: Heritage Books Reprint of 1916 
Edition. Pp. 520. Paper. S20) 

Of the many books written on the White Mountains of New 
Hampshire, this is generally considered one of the best. 
Beginning with the hearty explorers who first saw the moun- 


tains from their ships off the coast, Kilbourne retells the story of 
the discovery of Crawford Notch by white men, traces the 
difficult struggles of the pioneering Rosebrook, Crawford, 
Willey and Copp families, describes the coming of the railroads 
and discusses the many scientists, artists and others whose 
names now identify many of the natural features. 

Central to the history of the region is Mt. Washington, the 
highest peak in the northeast. Kilbourne describes the ascent 
made by Darby Field in 1642, tells the experiences of the first 
scientists to winter over, recounts the sad death of Lizzie 
Bourne, the first of many to die of exposure on these slopes, and 
retells the remarkable story of Dr. Ball who survived three 
snowy days with only an umbrella for protection. 

The Crawford family, for whom the Notch is named, 
established the first mountain resort inns in America, and with 
their promotional efforts established a tourism industry that 
still flourishes today. Kilbourne recounts the history of the 
Crawfords, and their successors, Horace Fayban, Karl Abbott, 
Landlord Thompson and the Spaulding brothers. He also 
describes the building of the cog railway and the carriage road 
up Mt. Washington, the exploits of the Appalachian Mountain 
Club members who built the popular network of trails on the 
Presidential Range, and the creation of the White Mountain 
National Forest to save the area from the ravages of lumbering 
operations. 

This profusely illustrated volume presents a fascinating 
history' of the region of New England that remains widely 
known today. It also contains an extensive index for use by 
readers doing serious research.

The second award was a Preservation Award from the Maine 
Historic Preservation Commission. This was presented to the 
Society by Commission chairman Christopher Glass of Camden 
who read the following citation: 

Located in the Dr. Moses Mason House, a restored nine- 
teenth century residence, the Bethel Historical Society is 
Oxford County’s leading organization in history and preser- 
vation. Under its Director, Stanley Howe, and its curator of 
collections, Randall Bennett, the Bethel Historical Society has 
made the Moses Mason House into a model house museum and 
education center for local history. The county-wide range of 
this group’s activities is most evident in its recent publication, 
OXFORD COUNTY, MAINE: A GUIDE TO ITS HISTORIC 
ARCHITECTURE. This widely acclaimed book by Mr. Bennett is 
a compilation of the result of an historic building survey 
conducted under the direction of the Bethel Historical Society 
in 1980-83 with assistance from the Maine Historic Preser- 
vation Commission. The book will serve as a model for similar 
efforts in Maine’s other counties and bring into focus the 
important architectural resources of western Maine. 

REFLECTIONS ON A HALF CENTURY 
(continued from Summer 1987 Issue) 
by Leslie E. Davis 

There was also enough timber on the woodlot to pay the 
purchase price of the whole farm; one of the most important 
items was the fact that there was a fairly ready market for the 
lumber on the woodlot and for practically any crop we raised, 
some of it at Hanover village two miles away, and other items at 
Rumford Falls thirteen miles distant. This farm also had a very 
good “sugar bush” so-called, and each spring we made from 
100 to 250 gallons of maple syrup. It usually sold fairly well at 
SI per gallon, but I remember one spring when there seemed 
to be an oversupply and the price went down to about seventy 
cents per gallon. 

The buildings on this Hanover farm were very comfortable 
and convenient; the years I spent here were very pleasant. 

Hanover village during the years I lived nearby was a 
prosperous and thrifty little community of about 125 people, 
but it had considerable business for its size. 

It had one grocery store, “Russell’s”, which also sold men’s 
clothing, hardware, cloth and notions; the post office was also 
located in this store. This was a general store typical of country

villages in the early years of this century. It was open from seven 
in the morning until nine or ten in the evening every day in the 
week except Sunday. It was the gathering place for the 
neighborhood where town, state and national questions were 
discussed and local gossip passed around. 

This small community also had two small sawmills, a grist 
mill, tannery’, casket shop, all run by water power generated by 
the small stream w'hich is the outlet of How'ard’s Pond; of these 
today, fifty’ y’ears later, not a single one of them is in operation. 
The town had a public library’ with a good stock of reading 
matter and new books were added each year by contributions 
from the local people and by a project which was really a 
contribution, but at the same time a pleasant means of 
community get-together. 

Each Saturday night the Library Association had a public bean 
supper for which all the food w'as contributed and the price to 
the public was 10c per person. 

For ten cents one could have all he wanted of baked beans, 
brown bread, pickles, applesauce, pie, plain and frosted cake 
and coffee. 


The grist mill, which was run by Harry Staples, always 
fascinated me. He had two stone grinding mills which were 
kept pretty’ busy most of the time, but I believe what fascinated 
me the most was the system of elevators and spouts by which 
the grain came to the mill of itself and was carried back into thq^^ 
bins above and then into bags for the customers, and one mai 
ran the whole outfit and he didn’t seem to be too busy. In the 
basement of the grist mill he also had a carding machine of 
which fleeces of wool brought in by farmers were converted 
into rolls for spinning. Most farmers of those times kept a small 
flock of sheep w'hich supplied the family with wool enough for 
mittens, stockings, and leggings which the family needed every 
winter. In my enumeration of the businesses of this little town, I 
nearly overlooked two blacksmith shops, the ferry' house, 
Roberts furniture and hardware store and Bill Holt’s sporting 
camp on Howard’s Pond, but they were all there and an 
important part of the community. 
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
